Two Elections Jointly 
The date of the election will be co­ 
incident with that of the call by the 
city council for a bond issue of ap­ 
proximately 3350,000 
for carrying 
out plans with Anaheim for building 
a joint outfall sewer to the ocean, 
and making necessary installations 
within the city of Santa Ana. It is 
expected the date will be set for the 
early part of January of next year, 
but certain necessary legal formali­ 
ties may develop to cause the elec­ 
tion date to fall later in the month. 
Anaheim and Santa Ana will hold 
elections on about the same dates.

An inquest was betng held at Ana­ 
heim late today over the body of 
Eddie Kirchner, 30, welder employed 
in the Brea oil fields, who borrowed 
a revolver from his sister and then 
in the sight of scores of persons in 
the heart of the Anaheim business 
district fired a bullet into his right 
temple, resulting in his death later 
at an Anaheim hospital. 
Kirchner, who resided at the cor­ 
ner of South Claudina and Santa 
Ana streets, Anaheim, and who was 
well known at the Mother Colony, 
called at the home of his sister, Mrs. 
Dabe Robinson, Anaheim, late yes­ 
terday, and borrowed the revolver. 
He told her, it was stated, that he 
had been placed on the night shift 
at the Union Oil company plant. 
Brea, and that he needed the wea­ 
pon for protection. 
Dramatic End 
Placing the revolver in his poc­ 
ket he entered his automobile and 
drove to the corner of Los Angeles 
and Chartres streets, where he halt­ 
ed. 
Alighting from his car, he 
drew the weapon and fired the fatal 
shot. 
This occurred at 4 p. rn. At 
6:15 he died. 
Kirchner, who suffered a nervous 
breakdown several months ago, had 
been acting strangely for a year, rel­ 
atives said. 
Note to Family 
‘Tve done my best to come back 
to normal,” read a note which was 
found upon him and which was ad­ 
dressed to his wife and falsify, "twit 
have been unable to do so. 
I can­ 
not stand it.” 
There are two daughters, 
aged 
2 1-2 and I year. 
Kirehner’s par­ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. George Kirchner, 
reside at 422 W est Center street, 
Anaheim. 
The inquest was scheduled to be­ 
gin at 3 p. rn. at the funeral estab­ 
lishment of Backs and Terry, where 
funeral services will be held at a 
time to be announced later. 
Kirchner had been an employe of 
the Union Oil company as an acety­ 
lene welder 
for

Prior to that time he had 
been employed as general foreman 
of the Southwest Shipyards at San 
Pedro.

The naval experts of the three 
powers—failing to

deadlock existing for 
the

ten days over Japan’s Insistence 
for a capital ship ratio of sev­ 
enty per cent and America's de­ 
termined stand for the sixty per 
ceRt proposed in the Hughes pro­ 
gram—referred the controversy 
to tho statesmen.

Rosser Calm, 
Handy Excited 
as Case Nears

PARIS, Nov. 30—“The whole 
question 
of 
disarmament has 
been 
radically 
changed 
and 
rendered uncertain by the pro­ 
gress in the use of chemicals in 
warfare." 
Such is the opinion of Doctor 
Albert Race, 
an authority 
on 
chemicals and a student of the 
use of chemicals in war. 
Dr. Ranc points out that at 
present there is no known meth­ 
od of determining or limiting 
the ability of a nation to do 
harm to its neighbors or ene­ 
mies by means of chemicals or 
poison gas. 
Even though Its 
warships 
were 
scrapped 
and 
cannons 
and 
ammunition 
de­ 
stroyed, a nation can have in its 
laboratories and chemical fac­ 
tories the means of making a 
terrible war 
with 
liquid fire, 
poison gas and deadly chemicals 
distributed by airplanes such as 
are used in ordinary commercial 
work. 
“The Great War has demon­ 
strated the existence of a vast 
unknown factor of which the 
power cannot be measured. How 
eau nations conceive disarma­ 


ment effectively when one of the 
important factors in unmeasur­ 
able? 
Nobody 
can now 
know 
the limits of the influence of 
chemistry and aviation on the 
future warfare.” 
Dr. Ranc emphasizes the fact 
that almost any nation, were it 
so willed, could secretly pre­ 
pare the means for a chemical 
war in its laboratories in peace 
time under the guise of peace­ 
ful activities. 
• 
As an instance of the speed 
which 
chemical 
manufacture 
can be developed, 
Ranc cites 
the manufacture of the terriffc 
explosive yperite in France. 
In 
March, 1918, the total produc­ 
tion in France was about 580 
pounds but seven months later 
the factories were producing ov­ 
er 1,000,000 pounds. 
The French scientist believes 
it is nearly impossible to effec­ 
tively guard against any nation 
developing the means of chemic­ 
al warfare in peace time. 
He declares that the chance 
discovery of some chemist in an 
obscure University might possi­ 
bly modify 
the whole 
art of 
war-making.

though in fear. He smokes package 
after package of cigarettes in his 
effort to sooth his nerves.

The tests, which extended over a 
period of nearly ten months, were 
conducted hy J. W. Soden. district 
cow tester, and were reported to the 
state department by Assistant Farm 
Advisor Floyd 
Scott.

completed in October, showing that 
in the 305 days the row yielded 778 
pounds of butterfat.
